A few days since a gentleman strolled 


through the city with a western friend: 
They took the street cars out Marietta 


street as far as the rolling mill, and 


walked back, stopping at the various 
manufacturing establishments on their 
way. Two facts seemed to impress 
them: first, that Marietta street is one 
ot the busiest in the city; and second, 
that the manufacturing industries 
along its line and contiguous to it are 
more numerous and yastly more impor- 
tant factors in the growth and progress 
of ourcity than many of our people 
snppose. 

With the hepe of giving encourage- 
ment to the men of enterprise and 
pluck, who have built up these import- 
aot industries in our midst, we shall 
enumerate some of them, and give to 
our readers the views of a representa- 
tive of the great northwest concerning 
them and the future of our city. 

First comes the rolling mill. This 
vast establishment which many 
thought less than a year ago was hope- 
lessly crippled, is running full in every 
department, working both night and 
day, and turning out between 50 and 
60 tons per day of finished railroad 
iron,,and 10 to 15 tons of merchant 
bar iron, besides thousands of fish bar 
couplings, bolts, nuts, spikes, etc., etc. 
The large foundry connected with the 
mill, which was comparatively idle for 
a long time under the old administra- 
tion, is now in full blast, turning out 
from 3 to 5 tons of castings per day. 
The company have the contract tor all 
the castingsfor the new rolling mill 
being built by the Scofields at Chatta- 
nooga, and also for our Atlanta cotton 


factory. 
The pay roll of the establishment em- 


braces the names of about 300 men, 
and aggregates the handsome sum of 
nearly ten thousand dollars per month. 
The men are all paid in full on the 15th 
of each month, and seem perfectly con- 


tented and happy. Much of the suc- 


cess of the new company is dueto the 
energetic management of Mr. William 
Goodnow, the general manager. 

Leaving the mill they next called at 
Stewart, Austin & Co’s flouring mill, 
which we found full of life and activity. 
Better flour is not needed than is 
produced st this establishment, and 
theexperience ofthis firm indicates 
that our people are learning the im- 
portance of patronizing home indus- 
tries. The next Visit was 
to the planing mills, and 
sash and blind factory of J. C. Peck 
& Co. This firm employs a large num- 
ber of men, and some splendid machin- 
ery in the manufacture of all kinds of 
builders’ wood work in which they have 
an extensive trade, both at hime and 
along the line of the numerous rail- 
roads centering here. Wishing tospend 
some time at the ngw cotton factory 
building, the visitors made brief calls 
at the boiler shops, corner Marietta and 
Foundry street—at the foundry and 
machine shops of E. Van Winkle, 
whose cotton press and gin feeders are 
attracting large attention; at Cook, 
Gunby & Co’s extensive planing mills 
and building depot, and at Winship & 
Bros. extensive gin manufactury, all 
of which were busily at work, employ- 
ing large numbers of mechanics. 

Passing down the railroad by the Em- 
pire flour mill and the popular flour 
mills of Butlerand Carroll, next come 
the buildings that now posses a special 
interest to every lover of our goodly city, 
namely—the Atlanta Cotton Factory 
buildings. Our western visitor being 
a large contractor and builder in a 
western city was particularly interested 
in these buildings, and examined all 
of them with a critical eye. After 
passing around aud through the build- 
ings, watching the progress of the work, 
he ing ‘tired the name of the contractors, 
and declared with emphasis that all 
‘the work. including the stone work 
done by Lynch, Gavin & Co., the brick 
work, progressing under the eye of the 
contractor, Mr. M. R. Berry, and the 
wood work, being done by Cook, Gun- 
by & Co., was the best and most thor- 
ough work hehad ever seen in the 
south, and was fully equal to the best 
specimens west or east. tuch an en- 

' dorsement of our Atlanta contractors 
is certainly very flattering and gratify- 
ing, and proves that we have mechanics 
in our midst fully equal to any de- 
mands that muy be made upon them, 
and it proves another thing, that should 
encourage every stockholder in 

. this great enterprise, and that is that 
its management is in the hands of wise 
and sagacious business men, thorough- 
ly competent to conduct it to trium- 
phant success.

on a dinner in which whale steak 


formed a principal dish, feels before 
taking a siesta, and while still under 
the exhilerating influence of a first 
plate of whale,it would not be amiss to 
give you a short account of the capture 
of two whales—a male and female—off 
the beach at Amagansett, L. L. 

Yesterday morning the + a» was 
hoisted, a whale off shore, and in less 
time than it takes ‘o tell it, three boats’ 
crews were on the beach with their 
boats ready equipped and battling with 
a heavy surf in order to give chase to 
their whaleships. Aftersome skillful 
management, and daring 
were buoyantly riding on the majestic 
swells of the Atlantic ocean, and head- 
ing rapidly under the sturdy strokes of 
their brave crews for which eventually 
proved to 
steady pulling bronght them within 
striking distance, and a lance from the 
first boat dealt death to the male, who 
in return attacked the boat and with 
one biow of his tail stove in the bow 
and sent thecrew bhighin theair. The 
boat did not capsize and it was but the 
work of a moment for one of the men 
to cut the rope of the harpoon and re- 
lieve it, : 

The second boat being in supporting 
distance picked up the crew without 
the loss ofa man, and as the blow 
dealt the whale had in this short time 
proved fatal the only thing remaining 
to do was to make fast to him and tow 
him ashore. Not so was the case with 
the female. While the first two boats 
had with one blow secured the male, 
the lance thrown from the third boat 
was not so effectual and a spirited, ex- 
citing fight for about halfan hour was 
kept up on the part ofthe female in 
which the crew deemed prudence the 
better part of valor and kept out of 
reach of a tail that kept the sea around 
itin constant foam with its lashings. 
During this time the fatally wounded 
fish kept spouting blood. At last there 
camealull and the men cautiously 
approaching thought to make fast to 
their prize with a well directed blow 
fromabarpoon. But this they were 
disappointed for no sooner did the 
whale see the boat bear toward her 
than ste headed to sea _ which 
was dead to windward. Then 
began a three hours chase in which 
the men never lost sight of the object 
of their pursuit, but could never get 
within striking distance. At last, tired 
out, they gave up the chase, and hoist- 
ing sail returned and helped to beach 
the one which was being towed ashore 
by their more fortunate companions, 
This proved to bea monster and very 
fat. The crew of the boat which pur- 
sued the whale which was not captured 
said they were sure of having dealt a 
death blow or she would never have 
spouted so much blood,and that if they 
did not get her somebudy would. Their 
opinion was that she would float ashore. 
In this they were correct,for this morn- 
ing the crew put off for and towed her 
in, having sighted her about daylight. 
At present the two monsters of the 
deep are lying side by side on the beach 
within ten miuutes walk of the Am- 
agansett house. The net proceeds 
of the capture of the two whales in ad- 
dition to a most exciting day’s sport, 
will be about $2,000, which I under- 
stand is equally divided among the 18 
men composing the crews. 

This is a most romantic and quiet old 
village, peopled principally by retired 
whaling captains who settled here in 
sight and sound of Old Ocean to end 
their days. It was very entertaining 
to listen to them onthe shore, while 
the younger men were en under 
their eyes in a sport which nothing but 
their 9ge prevented their taking part 
in. 

Your correspondent has come here 
tospend his summer, and can conti- 
dently recommend it as being in every 
respect superior to either Cape May or 
Long Branch in the matter of surf or 
still bathing, while it has the additional 
advantage of not yet having become a 
fashionable resort.

Gen. J. B. Weaver, of Iowa, said it 
was publicly charged on this floor yes- 
terday that larze amounts of money had 
been stolen from the funds of the 
church, and asked a suspension Of rules 
to offer resolutions, providing a special 
committee of seven, to investigate the 
charge and report to the convention. 
Qn motion of Mr. Halifield, it was 
laid on the table. 
Dr. J. P. Newman submitted the 
following : 
Resolved, That the c»mmittee on lay 
delegation shall consider and report un 
the propriety of so amending the con- 
stitution of fhe church, whereby duly 
elected lay delegates may vote in the 
lay electorial conference on all proposed 
alterations of the restrictive rules. Re- 
ferred to committee on lay representa- 
tion. 
J. 8S. Smart, of Detroit, submitted a 
resolution that all papers in reference 
to organization of separate conferences 
for whites and blacks be returned to 
the conference from the committee on 
boundaries, and be referred to the comn- 
mittee on the state of the church. He 
said the action of the committee on 
boundaries was final, and giving the 
matter to the committee on the state 
of the church would bring it under the 
8 sed yen of the conference also. 
Adopted 


Bishop Janes announced that the 
fraternal delegates from the British 
Wesleyan church would now take 
formal leave of the conference.

SALONICA’S SLAUGHTER. 


Likeiy to Lead toa General Furopean 
Interference in Turkish Affairs. 
Telegram to the Constitution. 

LONDON, cong | 9.--The porte sent by 
telegraph the following account of the 
disturbances in Salonica to the Ottoman 
ambassador at London: 

The convert to Mahomedanism arrived 
at Salonica by railroad, the Mahome- 
dans proceeded to couduct her accord- 
ing to their custom to the residence of 
the governor general when about 150 

ersons, whom the consul of the 

nited States had assembled, 
rushed at the convert, tore off her veil 
and mantle, and carried her, by force to 
the house of a Christian. ‘Ihe excited 
musselmun proceeded to the governor’s 
residence and insisted that the convert 
should be brought thither. The gov- 
ernor hearing that the German and 
French ¢ »nsulsthad entered the mosque, 
which w.isinvaded by the crowd who 
went there te induce the consuls to 
withdraw and to calm the people. 
All his efforts were useless. 
The populace wrenched the bars from 
the grating, which fell upon the con- 
suls and struck them down in spite of 
the desperate efforts of the governcr to 
shield them with his own person. The 
troops immediately dispersea the peo- 
ple. The governor of Salonica telegraphs 
that order has been restored and the 
guilty parties arrested.

How to Get Rid of a Cold.

Few unimportant maladies are more 
disagreeable than acold in the head, 
and how to get rid ofitisa problem 
not always easy of practical solution. 
Some people resortto ‘“sudorifics and 
lyingin bed,” others to taking large 
and frequent doses of quinine, ard oth- 
ers to persistent dippings of their 
heads in cold water—the colder the bet- 
ter. But Dr. Ferner, inthe Lancet, 
recommends a novel cure, which he 
has tried with excellent effect in three 
cases—his own and those of two other 
persons. The local symtoms of cold in 
the head—namely, watgry eyes, run- 
bing nose,sneezing, and nasal speech— 
are, as Dr. Ferrier says the chief source 
of annoyance and discomfort. Local 
treatment, therefore, seems to him to 
be the most rational. Inthe catarrh 
of alchoholism and in more chronic 
forms of gastric catarrh bismuth alone 
or in ‘combination with morphia acts 
almost like a speciffic. Dr. Ferriec 
comes to the conclusion then that in na- 
sal catarrh—i. e, cold in the head—the 
same drug by itself or with others 
would prove eflicacious. On acertain 
evening recently, Dr. Ferrier says, ‘“‘I 
began to suffer with the symptoms of 
cold in the head—irritation of the nos- 
trils, sneezing, watering of the eyes, and 
commencing flow of mucus secretion. 
Havingsome trisnitrate of bismuth at 
hand, Il took repeated pinches of it in 
the form of snuff, inhalingit strongly 
so as to carry it into the interior ofthe 
nostrils. Ina short time the tickling 
in the nostriis and the sneezing ceased. 
and next morning all traces of coryza 
had completely disapveared.” Dr. 
Ferrier adds: “The formula which I 
tind on the whole the most suitable 
combination ofthe ingredients of the 
snuff are as follows: Hydrochlorate of 
morphia, two grains; acacia powder, 
two drachms; tris nitrate of bismuth, 
sixdrachms. As this isnot an errhine 
nora sternuatory, but rather the op- 
posite, it may be termed an anti-err- 
hine or anti-sternuatory powder. Of 
this powder one-quarter to one-half 
may be taken in the course of twenty- 
four hours. The inhalation ought to 
be commenced as soon as the symp- 
toms of coryza begin to show them- 
selves, andshould be used frequently 
at first, so as to keep the interior of the 
nostrils constantly well coated. Edch 
time the nostrils become cleared anoth- 
er should be taken. It may be taken 
in the ordinary manner from between 
the thumb and forefinger, buta much 
more efficacious and less wasteful 
method is to use a small gutter of paper 
or a ‘snuff-spoon,’ placing it just within 
the nostril and sniffing up forcibly so 
as to carry it well within Some of the 
suuff usually finds its way into the phar- 
nyx, and acts as a good typical applica- 
tion should there be also pharnygeal 
catarrh. The powder causes scarcely 
any perceptible sensation. A slight 
smarting may occur if the mucus 
membrane is much iritated and inflam- 
ed, but it rapidly disappears, ‘After a 
iew sniffs of the powder a perceptible 
amelioration of the symptom ensues, 
and in the course of afew hours, the 
powder being inhaled from time to 
time, all the symptoms may have en- 
tirely disappeared.” This is worth 
knowing and remembering in the pres- 
ent season of hot sun and cold winds.
